Seventeen  samples  of  mains  water  in  the  district  were  taken 
for  bacteriological  examination.  The  reports  received  were 
consistently  good,  N one  of  the  mains  water  supplies  have  any 
plumb o- solvent  characteristics, 

j  The  City  of  Leicester  Water  Department  and  the  Mid- 
h o rt harnpt onshire  Water  Board  have  their  own  arrangements  for 
sampling  and  examination  of  water  supplies.  Samples  taken 
within  the  area  of  these  tv/o  sup-plying  authorities  were,  therefore, 
in  the  nature  of  a  double  check  on  the  quality  of  supplies.  All 
of  the  samples  were  taken  from  supply  and  it  was  not  practicable  to 
take  samples  of  raw  water,  as  the  sources  of  supply  are  distant  and 
adequately  controlled  by  the  supplying  authorities. 

aa/ter  from  the  River  Love  replaced  the  Belton  and  North 
Luffenham  borehole  supplies  during  the  year.  The  change  for  the 
better  in  the  chemical  quality  of  the  water  was  noticeable.  It

The  construction  of  new  works  raises  the  problem  of  their 
subsequent  maintenance.  Constant  attention  is  needed  to  maintain 
the  standards  of  effluents  as  high  as  possible.  The  sizes  of  the 
sewage  works  required  in  the  district  (with  the  exception  of 
Uppingham  itself)  do  not  warr. .at  a  full-time  man  at  each  works. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  is  rarely  possible  to  find  efficient  part- 
time  labour  for  sewage  works  maintenane  available  in  a  village. 
This  problem  has  been  met  by  the  organisation  of  a  mobile  gang 
of  four  men  who  operate  a  routine  of  visits  to  eight  separate 
works.  North  and  South  Luff enham,  Morcott,  Uppinghamd  and  Wing 
works  receive  daily  visits.  Belton,  Glaston,  Lyddington  and 
Preston  Works  are  visited  every  second  or  third  day. 


Sludge  disposal  from  the  new  sewage  disposal  works  is  a 
problem.  In  this  district,  where  the  majority  of  farms  have  stock 
to  produce  manure,  farmers  are  not  very  interested  in  sludge  for 
the  land.  However,  one  or  two  farmers  have  been  persuaded  to 
receive  sludge,  but  it  has  been  necessary  for  the  Council  to  load 
and  transport  it  onto  the  land.  It  has  been  expedient  to  do  this 
for  the  sake  of  getting  rid  of  the  sludge. 
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The  time  may  he  approaching  when  sludge  disposal  to  some 
central  processing  centre,  serving  a  number  of  districts,  may 
have  to  be  considered. 


The  scheme  for  the  replacement  of  the  Uppingham  sewage 
farm . by  a  modern  sewage  disposal  works  has  been  dogged  by 
difficulties  and  delays*  It  is  hoped  that  the  construction 
work  will  commence  in  1 962 ,  as  the  effluent  produced  by  the 
sewage  farm  is  very  bad  indeed  and  there  is  little  that  can  be 
done  to  improve  it,  due  to  the"  increasing  flow  dealt  with  and 
the  clogging  of  underdrainage  pipes  by  sewage  deposits.  The 
small  stream  receiving  the  effluent  is  heavily  polluted. 

The  preparation  of  details  for  Barrowden  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  scheme  is  complete  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  scheme  will 
commence  in  1962. 

Caldecott  sewerage  scheme  has  progressed  well  during  the 
year  and  should  come  into  operation  in  1  962. 


Your  Consulting  Engineers  have  prepared  a  scheme  for 
sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  for  Ridlington  village  and  this 
scheme  was  the  subject  of  a  local  investigation  by  a  Ministry 
Inspe  ctor.  The  scheme  was  approved  and  permission  given  to 
proceed  to  obtain  tenders. 

The  schemes  completed,  in  progress  and  proposed  will  break 
the  back  of  sewerage  and  sev/age  disposal  and  cover  90/ o  of  the 
population  of  the  district.  The  remaining  1 0%  of  the 
population  are  in  small  villages,  or  isolated  dwellings  outside 
the  range  of  practicable  sewerage  schemes.  Of  the  small 
villages,  schemes  are  contemplated  for  Ayston,  Bisbrooke  and 
Seaton.

The  Council  is  to  be  congratulated  upon  completing  well 
designed  and  equipped  public  conveniences  in  Uppingham,  in 
place  of  the  previous  temporary  arnd  unsatisfactory  building. 

The  new  building  has  been  the  subject  of  favourable  comment 
both  from  within  and  without  the  district. 

A  feature  of  the  hew  conveniences  is  the  provision  of  free 
facilities  for  washing  hands  with  liquid  soap  and  hot  water  and 
paper  towels  for  drying.  Although  the  premises  are  continually 
open  and  have  only  periodic  supervisory  visits,  the  amount  of 
vandalism  has  been  relatively  small  in  r;c  le  and  the  great 
majority  of  users  appreciate  the  facilities  and  use  them  with 
reasonable  care. 


PUBLIC  CLSAITSING. 

The  refuse  collection  system  is  fortnightly  from  all 
properties  and  weekly  from  Hotels,  Cafes  and  School  Houses  in 
Uppingham. 

The  service  was  well  maintained  throughout  the  year 
without  missing  any  of  the  scheduled  collections.  When  the 
service  was  late,  due  to  the  intervention  of  public  holidays, 
or  some  other  unforseen  reason  such  as  very  bad  weather  or 
vehicle  breakdown,  the  time  lost  was  made  up  again  by  the  team 
of  refuse  collectors  working  overtime  and  by  hiring  a  private 
contractor  to  supplement  the  team* 

Refuse  collection  is  the  one  rate-borne  service  of  which 
the  general  public  seem  to  be  conscious.  If  the  collection  is  a 
day  or  two  late,  due  to  the  reasons  stated  before,  complaints  are 
made  that  the  collection  is  a  week  or  more  overdue,  even  though 
the  lost  time  is  made  up  again. 
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During  the  year,  delivery  was  taken  of  a  new  18/27

collection  vehicle  fitted  with  hydraulic  compressing 
nd  the  old  side-loading  vehicle  sold.  The  new 
vehicle  has  the  advantage  of  being  able  to  accommodate  a  full 
day’s  collection  of  refuse  from  the  villages,  excluding 
Uppingham.  The  vehicle  has,  therefore,  to  journey  to  the  tip 
only  once,  at  the  end  of  the  day,  when  collecting  from  the 
villages.  When  collecting  from  Uppingham,  two  journeys  to  the 
tip  are  necessary.  The  greater  capacity  of  the  vehicle  has 
resulted  in  time  saving  on  journeys  to  the  tip,  but  this  is

An  extra  man  was  added  to  the  team  of  collectors  (making 
four)  and  eased  the  burden  of  the  work.  Even  so,  additional 
properties  to  visit  and  the  increasing  volume  of  refuse  has 
absorbed  the  extra  collection  capacity.  The  amount  of  refuse 
to  collect  increases  continually  and  it  is  noted  that  where 
there  was  once  one  bin  to  empty  there  is  often  now  two.

Meat  &  Poods. 

The  ” appointed  day”  for  the  application  of  construction 
regulations  to  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  came  into  effect 
on  1st  January,  1961,  As  a  result,  three  small  slaughterhouses 
cea.sed  to  be  used  a.nd  the  butchers  concerned  in  the  closures 
commenced  to  make  use  of  slaughterhouses  outside  the  area!.. 
However,  one  of  these  butchers  has  submitted  plans  for  the 
construction  of  a  new  slaughterhouse  in  the  district,  but  work 
on  the  building  did  not  commence  during  the  yea^r. 

Only  one  very  small  slaughterhouse,  which  was  brought  up  to 
required  standards,  was  in  use  and  this  was  reflected  in  the 
large  reduction  in  animals  slaughtered  in  the  district,  v±z°.
